It mast have been particularly 
no to Mr. and Mrs.' Peebles. 
In the

to suggest that which was best and 
happiest in their own lives. To few 
is given the privilege of looking back 
over more than four score years of a 
life well spent, and to still fewer is 
given the rare pleasure of reflecting on 
the blessings which over three score 
years of happy married life may faring.

He remained there un- 


til May, 1864, when they removed to 
Ironton, which city 
they 
left 
in 


August, 1865, coming back to Pors- 
mouth, where they have since resided. 
He soon became president of the Ports- 
mouth National bank, which position 
he has occupied continuously up to this 
date. 
He ia also very extensively in- 


terested in numerous other business 
enterprises, which he still gives hia 
personal attention. 
In all of them he 


ia an active factor, an invaluable coun- 
sellor. 


Success has followed Mr. and Mrs. 


Peebles aall through life and they have 
enjoyed every blessing attending hon- 
est success. Both are among the meat 
prominent church workers of this city. 
Although identified with the First 
Presbyterian 
church, 
which 
they 


joined shortly after their marriage, 
•very church in the city haa benefited 


by 
their 
generosity. 
They 
have 


traveled extensively in various parts of 
the^world and have profited by the 
privileges with which Fortune has fa- 
vored them. 
Neither public life nor 


society have drawn either of them from 
the home.or detracted from the enjoy- 
ment of quiet domesticity.

That murder will out ia again veri- 


fied by a telegram sent out from Green- 
up,/Ky., which clears away the mys- 
tery surrounding . the murder of Ed- 
ward Perry, on Tygart Greek, in 1895. 
/The telegram says: "One of the 
most mysterious murders ever com- 
mitted has been explained by the writ- 
ten confession of one Andrew Waddell 
who died the night before. 


On Sept. 
5, 1895, two fishermen 


found the body of Edward Perry in Ty- 
gart Greek, at Bennett's Mill, eight 
miles from this city. Three men of the

"In*he confession Waddell .goes on 


*o say 5se'iollowed Perry to tine church 
and waited until services were over, 
when he .got on the path which Peny 
would have to tako to reach the home 
of his employer. Thare -he met Perry, 
he says, and walked on with him into 
the woods on the bank-of Tygart Greek. 
SuudenSy, he says, he drew a heavy 
piece of iron with wMch-he had,armed 
himself and struck Peracy on the head. 
Perry fell to the ground without a 
word. 
He was not dead, but Waddell 


itook a rook lying near by and teed it 
around Perry's waist and roIleolVhi 
into the daep water just above the mill 
•dam. 


"The confession sayo he (Waddell) 


has suffered nntold horrors pince the 
deed, but would not reveal it because 
of his parents ha had left in Virgistia. 
He says the amount of money he owed 
Perry was $100.

retribution of an angry God.

Nothing Startling In Speeches 


on Sugar Schedule. 


-, TECHNICAL DETAILS PBESEHTED. 


As' There Were No I>raniatlo Develop- 


ments, the Senators und Spectators Soon 
Lapsed Into a State of 
Indifference. 


Mr. Vest Severuly Criticises tlio Sugar 
Trust—Ueport of Crop Statistician. 


1 Washington, June 11.—The long de- 
ferred debate on the sugar schedule of 
the tariff bill Dime on abruptly at 1 p. 
m. after the senate had disposed of the 
cereals in the.agricultural schedule. 


The interest in the sugar 
schedule 


had been whetted for weeks, and aside 
from the fact that more revenue is de- 
rived from sugar than from any other 
article, there was the added interest 
due to the sensational charges made of 
late, within and without the 
senate 


concerning irregularities in connection 
with the progress of the scnedule. But 
the debate failed 
to develop any. 


dramatic incidents. 


Senators and spectators soon lapsed 


into a state of indifference as the 
speeches dealt with a labyrinth of tech- 
nical details, of vital interest to the 
sugar refiner and expert, but not to the 
general public. 


Mr. Jones (Ark.) opened the debate 


to some extent answering Mr. Aldrich's 
statement on the sugar schedule. It 
was argumentive and lacking in any 
severe denunciatory features. The sen- 
ator held that the rates proposed gave 
the refiners an excessive differential, 
and pointed out how they had thrived 
on the one-eighth differential of the 
present law. 


Mr. Vest severely criticised the sugar 


trust and argued that the rates were a 
further tribute to its vast resources. 
Mr. Caffery- (La.) also opposed 
the 


Bc-hedule as a whole. 


No final action was taken on any 


feature of the schedule further than 
the withdrawal of the original senate 
committee amendments. This leaves 
the house provisions of the bill with 
an amendment increasing tftie house 
differential from 0.87-5 to .95 cents per 
pound. 


The provisions relating to the Ha- 


waiian islands went over hy mutual 
consent. 


AMOUNT OF WHEAT. 


The Statistician Estimates There Are 


Over 21,000.000 Acres. 


Washington, June 11.—Statistician 


A;'Robinson of the 
agricultural de- 


partment issued the following cereal 
crop report, Mr. Hyde, the now statis- 
tician, not taking charge until after 
this report: 


The report of June 1, consolidated 


from the returns of township, county 
and state correspondents of the depart- 
ment of agriculture makes the acreage 
of winter wheat at present growing af- 
ter allowance for abandonments 94.6 
per cent of the area harvested last 
year, or 89.9 per cent of the area sown 
In the fall of 1S9C. 
This in round num- 


bers is 21,562,000 acres. 


The percentages of winter wheat 


acreages upon the basis indicated of 
the principal winter wheat acreages 
upon the basis indicated of the prin- 
cipal winter wheat states are as fol- 
lows: Ohio, 97; Michigan, 99;'lndiana, 
94; Illinois; 51; Missouri, 90; Kansas, 
97; California, 105. 


•The condition of winter wheat has 


fallen since report of May 1, being 78.5 
per cent 'against 80.2 on that date, a 
decline of 1.7 points. The condition on 
June 1 last year was 77.9. 


Fruit throughout central and west-

Wheat growth is generally retarded 


by the backward season, and in Spain, 
Italy and Hungary Its quality is de- 
toriated by persistent rains.

Railroads lonso -Xhoir Warehouses &t a 


Nominal Figure. 


Chicago, June 11.—The session of 


the Interstate commerce commission 
was taken up principally in hearing 
the evidence of railroads which own 
elevators and lease them to leading 
shippers in consideration of the facili- 
ty of transferring grain. 


No other favors were received by the 


ralroacls, so their agents declared, nor 
were any favors accorded the leasers of 
the elevators beyond those given to the 
average shipper. 


The only fact that was clearly de- 


veloped by Lhe testimony was 
that 


leading grain dealers have very little 
rent to pay for the use of favorably lo- 
cated grain 
elevators, and 
that the 


continued to receive despite the fact of 
improved methods as much per car 
for transferring grain as in the days 
when the laborer shoveled the grain 
from one car to another. 


B. B. Hand of the Michigan Central 


railroad was the first witness. He said 
his road leases the elevators to Bart- 
lett, Frazier & Company for $1 a year 
arid cost of maintainance. The charge 
for transfer of oats was $1.50 a car, 
and for corn $1. He denied giving any 
rebates or favors. 


Mr. Briggs of the Nickel Plate 


brought into court the expense bills of 
the 
Baltimore and Ohio 
shipment 


turned over to his road last February, 
as he said before, without any solicita- 
tion or known reason. 
The 
traffic 


amounted to 35G cars at $1 a car. 


In the afternoon the grain men of 


the board of trade monopolized the 
time of the commissioners. They ex- 
pected much evidence from the board 
men Inasmuch as the charges of rate 
cutting emanated from the board last 
February, but not a witness knew of a 
single instance of rate cutting, favorit- 
ism or rebate.
